The apex court directed the State to formulate a common civil code for 
the country. The apex court has riglitly set aside the fraudulent practice of 
conversion to other religions either for practising bigamy or to escape the 
provisions of law contravened by such fraudulent persons and its direction 
to formulate a common civil code is a matter of national debate despite 
the fact that under Article 44 of the Constitution there is a directive prin¬ 
ciple to formulate a common Civil Code. However, since there is no law 
at present to deal with such cases which must ho dealt with seriously and deter¬ 
rent punishment has to be provided for such citizens so that such fraudulent 
conversions of convenience are stopped.

Consumer movement at present is pt'cking up its tempo in our country. 
Though slowly, it has forced the Govcmniciii to bring forward legislations to 
protect the consumers and accordingly Parluunent enacted the Consumer Pro- 
tecliun Act, 1986. Simultaneously a number of olher enactments dealing with 
consumer interest were amended to protect the rights and interests of the 
consumers. But still there are some shortcomings in the Consumer Protection 
Laws. One such shortcomings in the non-publication of retail sale price of 
various consumer goods along with their advertisements. It is a well known 
trade practice that publicity of a piodiict is a must for capturing the market 
and to boost its sale. This publicity is done through advertisements in Radio, 
T.V. newspapers, magazines, cinema slides, hoardings, posters, amiounce- 
ments in the public through loudspeakers etc. Today radio, TV, newspapers 
and magazines, etc. are the most popular means of advertisement. Tlie con¬ 
sumers are in fact lured by the advertisements to purchase the particular 
product but when the consnitM’ goes to the market he finds dillerent rates of the 
same product in different shops or agencies. The consumer is fleeced to the 
extent possible and lie cannot resist his being fleeced because he does not know 
the actual sale price of the product. This clui be stopped if simultaneous 
publication of actual sale price of the product alongwith its advertisement is 
made mandatory by enacting a law in this regard and providing foe stiff 
penalties for violation thereof.. This mandatory publication of sale price will 
protect the consumer from being fleeced by unscrupulous traders but it will 
also give him opportunity to think twice before deciding to purchase a product 
according to the money in his pocket. It will save him from the mad rush of 
shopping without caring for his budget. It will go a long way in the 
movement of consumer protection.

III our iiuciety il is customary for every one particularly a male member 
to look after his old parents and support them. However due to the near 
disappearance of the joint family system and economic considerations old 
persons are being increasingly ignored or neglected by their kith and kin and 
arc left to fend for themselves in the society. As a result we find millions of 
old persons who are unable to take care of themselves or who do not have 
sufficient means or aiiy support to lead a happy Efe in old age. Such old 
persons live in hunger and want and are left uncared for. Though there is a 
statutory provision contained in Section J25 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
1973, which provides for maintenance allowance for the aged parents fromi 
then.' legal heirs. Generally old persons’do not take recourse of this provision 
either due to their ignorance of the provision or on consideration of self-respect 
in not asking for (support from their children. In some cases these old persons 
do not want to disturb the life of their kith and kin. In a Welfare State like 
ours, it (is the duly of the State to look after its old citizens so that they can 
feel comfortable in their decUning days. 

The recent spate of murders of old persons in the! Capital is another 
pointer towards the growing insecurity of old persons in the Society, Old 
persons ^ are increasingly becoming easy targets of criminals as is evident from 
the fact that in the Capital only old persons who were either living alone or 
lonely old couple were clubbed to death by criminals. Such old people cannot 
resist the criminals due to their old age and are killed easily even by petty 
implements : such as a cricket bat, iron rod or a log. Thus they become 
preferential targets of criminals. Hence it has become necessary that utmost 
security is provided by the State to the old persons living;alone or lonely old 
couples. The State must also open old persons homes in every district with all 
the facilities where infirm and lonely old perons should be lodged and looked 
after properly which may alleviate their sufiering on account pf their being 
neglected by their kith and kin. 

This Bill seeks to achieve the above objects,

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In a democracy like ours, Press plays a very signiftcaut role in its 
proper functioning. It higtilights the shortcomings in the gewernance of the 
country which compels the Government to rectify the errors and function 
properly for the welfare of the people. But journalists play vital role in giving 
the necessary news and maintainhig the press function properly. The jouma- 
lisls collect news undeterred by season, hostile atmosphere and violence. They 
do not bother for scx)rching heat, chilly winters and intermittent rains: Be 
it a bandh, demonstration, communal riot, curfew or even war the journalist 
gathers the news for his newspaper establishment even if there is a risk to 
his own life. A photographer of a newspaper establishment covers every 
important aspect of a news risking his own life. Sometimes the risk becomes 
a reality and mishaps take place which render the near and dear ones of such 
journalists totally helpless. The newspaper establishments do provide some 
relief but that remains inadequate. The entire life style of dependents of such 
a journalist changes overnight. Some incidents such as the death of a corres¬ 
pondent while covering the demonstrations or the death of correspondents in 
tragic road accident have highlighted the dangers involved in this profession 
and the helplessness of tlieir near and dear ones. In some cases money is 
collected by the colleagues of the deceased to help the dependents but not in 
every case. In such prcvaiJiiig circumstances it is felt that a welfare fund for 
the working journalists should be established in the country in which money 
bo given by the Central Government and newspaper establishments from time 
to time and welfare measures should be undertaken therefrom for the working 
joumahsts and for their near and dear ones so that the journalists could 
discharge their duties fearlessly.

ment of that State and in all other cases the Central Government:

(c) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(d) “private school” means an unaided school, whether recognised or 
not, which is not run by the appropriate Government, or its local authority

secondary school and also any other institution which imparts education or 
training below the degree level but does not include an institution whidh 
imparts technical education.

showing cause against the proposed action, close down such school for such 
period as may be prescribed:

These 
schools are chaiigling hefty tuition tee besides other charges in the name of 
donations, building funds, computer fee etc. Not only this, these schools 
after availing the necessary tax concession ate not investing the fund for 
development of the schools. The teacher in these schools aie underpaid and 
have no service benefits of medical facilihes, provident fund etc. Tiiere 
are cases of retrenchment/suspension of teachers without imputing any 
charge. Even Union Government Officials and police officials are found to 
be associated with school managing Committee causing a gross irregularity,, 
Women teachers are subject to harassment. 

Education is, therefore, not considered to be safe in the hands of such 
unscrupulous persons. Overcharging of fee on one hand and the under pay¬ 
ment of teachers on the other hand is the modv^ operandi of these people, 
who would like to make windfall profit by gambling with the fortunes of 
millions of youngesters. The tax laws are violated in impunity. Article 30 
of the Constitution is misused to protect the interest of so called promoters 
of education to carry on their thriving business., 

Therefore it becomes necessaiy for the nation to set up adequate me- 
chanisni to monitor, if necessary, regulate and control the thriving educa¬ 
tion bmnness not only to protect the rights of the people but also to ensure 
that million’s of guardians are not exploited and our teenagers get proper 
training and education.

'‘(g) ‘^publish” means to prepare^ to print or to distribute to any 
one for publishing in any book, newspaper, magazine or periodical/’ 

3. After section 3 of the principal Act, the following sections shall he 
inserted, namely: — 


3A. No person shall publish or cause to be published any book, ma¬ 
gazine, periodical or poster containing nude, semi nude and vulgar photo¬ 
graphs or womaii of any age or postures of any woman which arc< indecent 
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magaziEes^ 
periodi¬ 
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and vulgar and postures of a woman^ in the company o£ a man in indecent 
manner which may corrupt or injure public morality or morals. 


3B. No woman shall give nude or semi^nlKie photograph or pose tol be 
p^tJCigraphied nude or semi nude for the use of any book, magazine, pe¬ 
riodical or poster which may denigrate women,, 


3C, No person shall take nude and semi nude photographs of any 
woman of any age for use of any book, magazine, periodical or poster. 


4, Section 6 of the pricipal Act shall be renumbered as sub^section 

(1) and after sub^section (7) as so renumbered, the following sub-sectiona 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

(2) Whoever contravenes the provisions of section 3A shall be 
punishable with imprisonment which may extend to ten years and 
also with fine which may extend to two lakh rupees, 

(3) Whoever contravenes !he provisions of section 3B shall be 
punishable with imprisonment which may extend to two years, 

(^) Whoever contravenes the provisions of section 3C shall be 
punishable with imprisonment which may extend to five years and 
also with fine which may extend to twenty five thousand rupees. 

5. In section 8 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), for the word 
'"bailable'* the words "^nombaiilable’* shall be substituted. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

These days, the markets are flooded with books, magazines^ periodicals, 
posters and other pornographic literature which depict women in most vulsar 
way. These books contain nude, semi-nude photographs of women exposing 
the private parts of their bodies which is bringing shame to womanhood of 
our country. These magazines are just pronographic literatures which are spoiF 
ing the minds of our youth and resulting in heinous crimes like rapes and other 
assaults on the women and girls in the country.i The indecent Representa¬ 
tion of Women (Prohibition) Act, does not contain such aspects and thus 
is incomplete. The Act has to be updated to make it more stringent.
